The Changing Missions (morning of first day) 


(1) Western Strategy and Missions 


--Brief comments on traditional missions, a little longer dis- 
cussion of current Western problems, with bulk of paper on the 
role of Western sea power toward the 21st Century. Paper should 
go beyond just the U.S.-U.S.S.R. relationship to include comments 
on the use of sea power around (and perhaps against) Third World 
Countries. By the 1990' s, some Third World nations could have 
very sophisticated weaponry. 


(2) Soviet Strategy and Missions- 


--Same type of instructions 


Ai'eas of Conflict: The Flanks (afternoon of first day) 


(1) The Mediterranean

Balance of the Fleet (afternoon of second day) 


(1) Ship Designs for the 21st Century--include warfare technology., 
possibly tradeoffs, might comment on nuclear vs. conventional 
debate and problems of shipyards. 


(2) Protection of the Fleet--Can a fleet be protected against the 
sophisticated weaponry of the 21st Century? Include comments on 
use of tactical nuclear weapons, latest on AAW , ASW, etc,. 


(3) Size of the Fleet-- Include types of ships, role of shore estab- 
lishment, role of merchant marine, land based air, etc.
